Negro voters in Chicago who are segregated in the 


ence in Chicago politics. 

Many of these Negroes came originally and only a 
few years ago from Louisiana and Mississippi. The 
efforts to win them back to the south have not beon 
at all encouraging. They are being held together by 
their large numbers and their political favors. The 
people of Chicago have awakened to the fact that 
they have a race problem of their own to solve, and 
very marked differences of opinion have developed 
among them as to-the proper treatment of the ques- 
tion, as the anti-Negro riots of last year showed.

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TAXES RAISE 
BONUS 


Treasury Official Against 
= Bill Before Senate. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Spe- 
ejal. }]—Taxing features of the soldiers’ 
bonus bill were criticized by Dr. 
Thomas S. Adams, treasury depart- 
ment tax expert, today before the 
senate finance committee. He dis- 
sécted the bill as passed last spring by 
the house and pending before the sen- 
ate committee. 

Mr. Adams followed Secretary Hous- 
ton, who, in discussing the treasury’s 
general position opposing such a large 
expenditure, estimated that it would 
cost the government $2,275,000.000 over 
a period of years besides $25,000,000 for 
administration expenses. The special 
taxes imposed under the bill, he esti- 
mated, would produce $1,276,000,000, 
annuaily. 

Secretary Houston also elaborated on 
hie recommendations for revision of 
the tax daws as contained in his annual 
report. 
Calls Taxation Unsound. 

Dr. Adams expressed the belief that 
most of the special taxes imposed by 
the bonus bill were unsound. 

“The proposal to increase surtaxes 
‘on incomes raises a serious question, 
because surtaxes now are too high to 
permit their successful collection,” he 
said. “ Wealthy men find it possible 
to incorporate to escape surtaxes. I 
constantly hear reports that wealthy 
men are investing large sums in munic }. 
ipal bonds and other tax exempt securi- 
ties and that others are adopting va- 
rious devices to escape the high sur- 
taxes. 

“Tf there are perfectly lawful ways 
to get out of paying surtaxes, which 
run up to 70 per cent of the largest in- 
comes, it is obvious that the tax can- 
not be collected successfully. I do not 
believe the maximum tax on income 
should be much above 30 per cent. 


| Would Halt Transactions. 


“The proposal in the bonus bill to 
Place a tax of one-fifth of 1 per cent 
on stock and bond transactions is a 
question of policy to be decided by 
congress. The present tax is one-fif- 
tieth of 1 per cent. I am rather in- 
clined to the belief that a tax of one- 
fifth of 1 per cent would cut down the 
number of transactions and the yield 
would diminish. The tax on produce 
exchange transactions proposed is 
questionable ‘Che tax on rea! estate 
transactions also is questionable. 

“The tax on stock dividends raises 
another question of general policy. I 
believe after the decision of the Su- 
preme court it is better to let stock divi- 
dends go and simply tax profits fier | 
the stock dividend has been sold.”
